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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on November 4, 2003 has been entered and acknowledged 
by the Examiner. Claims 1, 6 and 12 have been cancelled and claims 2, 5, 8, 11, 13, 15 
and 16 have been amended. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312, To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee.

Claim 2, line 4: a comma has been inserted between the words "layer" and "the". 
Claim 13, line 10: the words "metal layer" have been replaced with -electrode--. 
Claims 17-20 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
applicant's amendment canceling claims 1, 6 and 12 and amending claim 13, which was 
previously indicated as containing allowable subject matter, to be the independent 
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claim, and in combination with the examiner's amendment as detailed above, has 
placed the case in condition for allowance. The prior art of record fails to teach or 
suggest the combination of limitations as set forth in claim 13, and specifically 
comprising the limitation of a fluorescent lamp having a second electrode formed as a 
matrix on a second substrate, wherein the spaces of the matrix become greater toward 
the center of the second substrate.
